delivered to Rasno-Export in Leningrad* 

c a The Foreign Trade Division of the SMA has sold 2,800 tons of 
synthetic rubber to Poland at the price of ®475 per ton* 

do The entire creolite production of the Dohnawerke in Saxony— 
an annual output of 2,700 tons — is being confiscated for 
reparations* 
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
